In compliance witb^ the order of 
United States Fuel Administrator 
Oarflcld all business houses in this 
city were closed Monday with the 
exception of grocery stores, which 
remained open until noon, and drug 
stores, which remained open nil day 
for the sale of medicines only, and 
all local amusement places. The 
law, so far as we have been able 
to learn, was strictly and patrioti- 
cally obeved. It became known here 
Saturday that stores would be per- 
mitted to remain open .Mondays pro- 
vided no heat was kept in the build- 
ings but Saturday night a telegram 
was received from Sjtntc Fuel Ad- 
ministrator Wiley B. Bryan stating 
that while stores that kept no hent 
whatever might remain open Mon- 
day, it was their patriotic duty to 
close. Upon receipt of this the 
mcrchunts immediately got togeth- 
er and unanimously decided to let 
their places of business remain 
closed Monday, even though it was 
Court Day. Everything was at a 
standstill, not even a cigar or a 
soft drink could be purchased. 
There was never a holiday when 
cverythng was closed as tight ns it 
was here Monday. There were many 
|>cople that came here Court Day 
not knowng of the order, but when 
informed of same were inclined to 
lake it good naturedly. On many 
doors there were signs "Closed by 
order pf U. S. Fuel Admnistrutor." 
and on one store the sign read: 
"Closed— To H— 1 with the Kaiser." 
The order is for all places of busi- 
ness to close every Monday from 
January 21st to March 25th, few 
exceptions being made to the order. 
Hotels, restaurants, hoarding 
houses, newspapers; doctors' offices, 
dentists and possibly a few other 
exceptions being made. The order 
applies to all the United States east 
of the Mississippi river. In' addi- 
tion to the above order practically 
all factories except those engaged 
in the manufacture of foods and 
wur muntions were ordered dosed 
for five days commencing last Fri- 
day. This order brought forth a 
storm of protest from the big man- 
ufacturing interests of the country, 
but they were calmly told that while 
the order w as drastic "it must stand 
as there were thousands of ship- 
waiting at the docks for coal to 
carry food and munitions to our 
troop* and allie> in Europe and as 
traffic was blocked for many hun- 
dred of miles in the Bust it was 
absolutely essentiul that business 
must suspend for a few days in or- 
der that the congested condition of 
the railroads might be cleared. 
This order did not affect many lo- 
cal Onus, the only ones we know of 
being the two lumber mills, The 
Enoch Manufacturing Co,, and the 
buttling works. Laundries, bakeries 
and schools are not affected by 
either order. 

Theatres, |h>o! rooms, bowling 
ulleys und all places of amusement 
were originally ordered to close on 
Mondays but an order Saturday 
night changed the date for the clos- 
ing of these places to Tuesday, 
therefore they will be open on Mon- 
days and closed on Tuesdays for 
the next ten weeks.

GERMAN ALIEN ENEMIES 

MUST REGISTER 

Acting under Ihe authority con- 
ferred upon him in the Proclamation 

of the President of the United 
States, dated November 18, 1917, 
the Attorney General of the Uniteo 
States has made and declared 
general rules and regulations dat- 
ed December 31, 1917, for the reg- 
istration of Oerman alien enemies 
and has fixed the time for such reg- 
istration as the 4th, 5th, 6th, 7th, 
8th and 9th days of February, 
1918, inclusive, from 6 a. m. to 8 
p. m. on each of said days. 

For this registration Postmaster 
Squire Turner has been designated j 
ns nn Assistant Registrur for Mt. 
Sterling and Montgomery county. 
His duties in substance will be to 
distribute to each Germnn alien 
enemy who appears before him for 
registration on the days mentioned 
triplcate copies of the registration 
affidavit nnd one copy of the in- 
structions to registrants. The reg- 
istration affidavit need not be filled , 
out in the Postmaster's presence, j 
but must be signed and sworn to in 
triplicate before him. The power 
to administer the oath is conferred 
open the Postmaster and no fee is j 
to be charged therefor.

form of the registration card. 

All natives, citizens, denizens or 
subjects of the German Empire or 
of the Imperial German Govern- 
ment, being males of the age fo 14 
years and upwards, who are within 
the United States and not actually 
naturalized as American citizens, 
> are required to register as alien en- 
emies. Failure to register subjects 
the ulicn enemy required to register 
to heavy penalities. 

The law does not require the 
Post muster to look up the alien 
enemies; they must report to him 
j for registration on one of the above 
days. 

OCCUPATION" TAX LEVIED

The war situation in worse than 

most of America rcalir.es. Most of 



America, 



is inclined to 



thrust its thumbs into the armholrcs 
of its vesta and yell: "Hurrah for 
I tide 8am! Watch us lick 'eml" 
That is all right, perhaps, as far as 
it gov*, that spirit. The trouble ia 
that we doh't know, we have no 
idea, what lies between us and 
"licking 'cm." It will be a great, 
big job. We've got to do more than 
merely talk about "licking em," cer- 
tainly. 

A letter recently received from 
an American soldier in France, 
who is an artillery captain, impels 
me to write this: "If you have any 
way of getting the truth before the 
people of the United States," 
he ends his letter, "for Heaven'* 
sake go to it!" Now this man is no 
calamity howler; if ever there liv- 
ed an optimist, it is he. And he is 
a far-seeing man, and the kind of 
a soldier who becomes 1 n general. 
But to his letter: 

"You're fed on such stories as 
these: That the Germans are so 
hard run for soldiers that they 
have placed boys and old men in 
their armies; that the Herman 
armies are starving; that Germany 
itself is .starving; that internal dis- 
scntion will soon be Germany's 
downfall; that the submarine men- 
ace is over; and so on. It is crimi- 
nal to spread such stories as those; 
I fancy it is German propaganda, 
much of it at least. Now listen to 
me: * 

"I have seen thousands of Ger- 
man soldiers, and not one of them 
was a boy or an old man; nil of 
them were huskies, strong and well- 
fed fellows who hnd n 'Made in 
Germany' story to tell. Germany 
is starving no more than her ar- 
mies; and when she re-opens trade 
with disrupted nnd German-con- 
trolled Russia, she will be the best 
fed nation in the world. Internal 
dissent ion will never overthrow the 
German government; for nine of 
every ten Teutons worship disci- 



| pline, having in Germany what we 
would call slavery in America. 

"The German soldier," my friend 
goes on, "seems a poor dog to u«. 
That is because he is alone, and 
then he has no individuality. He 
ia a cog in a machine, and he cer- 
tainly knows his place. As a mere 
-cog, he is nothing; but as a cog in 
a machine, he is a fighter. Concern- 
ing the submarine — wait and you 
will see whether the submarine 
menace is over! You'd better raise 
big crops in America. The 'sub.' is 
going to take toll of it, more than 
you think. I understand that the 
people are not lining up with 
Hoover as they should. Take thw 
from me, Liebe, they'll surely wish 
they had lined up with Hoover. 
If there was only some way of get- 
ting America to realize what this 
war is — and whnt it is going to be 
before it endsl It is going to be 
more than a war; it is going to be 
a cataclysm. Paste this in vour 
hnt, Liebe; it is going to be a 
cataclysm. I think we shall win, 
in the end; but it is going to take 
three or four or five years, and at 
what a cost! I wish there was 
some way by which you could tell 
all of America this. But the major- 
ity wouldn't believe it, perhaps. 
"There are none so blind,' you 
know, 'as those who will not see.' 
As for the pacifist nnd the pro-Ger- 
mnn, only send them over here and 
let them walk through France and 

and Belgium " 

I know this man is correct in his 
views. I know the man; besides, 
I can see it myself. So far, Ger- 
many has won this war by a large 
margin. The United States is go- 
ing to finish the work of democracy; 
and 00 per cnet. of it, my friend in 
France says, will have to he done 
by those who stay at home. So 
let's keep on the job, brother Am- 
erican, nnd raise bigger crops, nnd 
fight waste.

The report regarding the con- 
tents of the safe vary in every 
newspaper. Ilumanitie says the 
documents include a sketch of a 
concordat between France and the 
Vatican drawn up by President 
Poineaire himself \ and documents 
on the relation between Premier 
Clemenceau und Cornelius Herz, 
which lutter would probably have 
reference to the Panama scandals. 
There were also, according to this 
newspaper, a letter from M. Cle- 
menceau to Camilla Barrere, Planch 
ambassador to Ituly, and a docu- 
ment of Tomasso Tittoni, former 
Italian ambassador to France. 

Madame Cuillaux is quoted by 
Ilumanitie as saying the contents 
also included 555,000 francs, of 
which 20,000 francs were in gold, 
as well as jewels, among them a 
diadem and u diamond neckluce. * 

The document which caused the 
arrest of M. Cuillaux, according to 
Temps, .shows that he hail been di- 
rectly or indirectly in communica- 
tion with a representative of an 
enemy power. 

The newspaper adds that Count 
von Lux burg, the then German min- 
ister to Argentina, warned his gov- 
ernment that the praise Cuillaux 
was receiving in the German press 
was compromising Caillaux and 
a»ks that Cailluux be not spoken 
of in a praise-worthy manner. 

"This dispatch," says the news- 
puper, "was not sent directly from 
Argentina to Germany, but to 
Count von Berustorff, the Genua n 
umbassudor at Washington, who 
sent it to Berlin via Sweden." 
» The Temps says it understands 
that the document from the United 
States will add mutennlly to the 
above statements.

Brussels some time ago with refer- 
ence to the settlement of the Agidir, 
Morocco, controversy. 

Von der Lanckcn is reported to 
have referred to Cuillaux as a 
staunch friend of Germany and to 
have used laudatory remarks which 
threw new light on M. Caillaux's 
activities in the Moroccan affair. 
Permission will be requested from! 
the government of the neutral dip- 
lomats to permit the conversation 
between him and Von der Lnncken 
to be recorded in the Caillaux 
document. 

An- official of the court martial 
which is investigating the Caillaux 
■nlTuir said that the telegram of 
Secretary of State Lansing giving 
information concerning Cuilluux's 
activities in Argentina was strictly 
instrumental, but uot the essential 
factor in causing the arrest of 
Caillaux.
